gaseous form, is used extensively In 
the United States as a fumigant for 
the destruction of insects and rodenta. 
it often conies in contact with fruits, 
vegetables and other foods, and thus 
may be absorbed in sufficient quantity 
to be dangerous to man. In recent in- 
vestigations the bureau of chemistry 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture luis determined the quan- 
tity of the fumigant which is absorbed 
and retained by various foodstuffs, all 
products examined being found to ab- 
sorb the acid to some extent. 


Results of the investigations are 


given In Department Bulletin 1149, 
just issued. No conclusions, however, 
as to the safety of fumigated foods for 
consumption are drawn in tins bul- 
letin. Chemical observations alone are 
included. Determinations of the quan- 
tities of hydrocyanic and injurious to 
human health lie in fne domain of the 
pharmacologist.

Will Make Good Silage 


1 
Farmers who do not get their silage 


I made before frost 
may 
have good 


| silage if they will utilize the dry fod- 


der for this purpose, according to the 
live stock men at the Kew York State 
College of Agriculture. 


Fodder silage not only makes better 


feed than dry fodder, but it is also 
more convenient to I'efd. Even though 
the corn fodder appears dry and wilt- 
ed, the stalk will be found to contain 
considerable moisture. If there is not 
enough moisture in tbe corn to pack 
the corn well in the silo, additional 
water should be added. 
By adding 


this to the fanhnx the fan thoroughly 
distributes the additional water. 


Even entirely dry fodder will make 


good silage, providing the water is 
added in equal weight.to the fodder. 
In any case, the fodder should be 
tramped down thoroughly. 


Silage marie in this manner will keep 


well. The quality is not quite as good 
as that made from corn cut while still 
green and no extra water added, but It 
mak'es excellent feed. Silage made 
from corn i'odder, further, is not nearly 
as sour. It has a pleasant sweet smell 
and 'the cows not only like it, but 
thrive on it as well.' •

Rye Is Recommended as 


Economical Swine Feed 


' The feeding of rye as a substitute 
for corn in fattening pigs is held by 
Minnesota experiment station and ag- 
ricultural extension men to be good 
economical practice in view of the pre- 
vailing market prices for the two 
cereals. 


"As about 102 pounds of rye have 


given the same results as 100 pounds 
of corn," says H. G. Zavoral, live stock 
specialist, "rye at present prices would 
be the most economical feed. Accord- 
ing to Henry & Morrison's 'Feeds and 
Feeding,' ground rye Is worth 94 per 
cent as much per ton as ground corn 
for hog feeding. 


"Rye Is not as palatable as r-orn and 


hogs will not consume It as freely. 
Neither is it as good a feed for horses 
or rat tie as it is for fattening hogs, 
but by mixing it with more palatable 
feed, such as corn and oats, it may be 
satisfactorily fed. 
It is harder to 


masticate than some other grains and 
should be ground or rolled for best re- 
sults."

"THE LITTLE CHURCH AROUND 


THE CORNER" 


So fittingly descriptive and yet at 


the same time so unusually appropri- 
ate Is the legend "The Little Church 
Around the Corner" that its long-con- 
tinued usage in referring to this quaint 
aiid honored landmark in "Little Old 
New York" has all but blotted the real 
name of this house of worship from 
the memory of the hordes of pilgrim 
visitors who, annually or more or less 
often, journey thither to "pay their 
respects." 


"The Little Church Around the Cor- 


ner," squatty, broad-spread and set 
well back from the narrow and busy 
thoroughfare, is none other than the 
Church, of the Transfiguration. 
Its 


exact location is No. 5 East 29th 
street, just around the corner from 
Fifth avenue. 


The story of how this unusual name 


came into being, and which arose in a i 
perfectly natural manner, Is indeed j 
Interesting. It also serves to illus- 
trate how, through a mere turn of 
fate, fame sometimes unexpectedly at- 
taches itself to an object — in this case 
a religious edifice. 


A noted actor had died. He had no 


church connection. As he was widely 
known, his family and friends felt 
that a public funeral was a necessity. 
The curator of a neighboring house ! 


, of worship was requested to conduct I 


the funeral service. He promptly de- ] 
clined, adding that "perhaps the rec- j 
tor of the little church around the cor- 1 
ner might be willing to serve." History j 
records the fact that the funeral was 
held at "The Little Church Around the I 
Corner."

Following in the wake of this inci- 


dent, dfhe Church of the Transfigura- 
tion was adopted as the Protestant 
house of worship by the theatrical pro- 
fession. 
Since that time, this little 


church has been the scene of count- 
less christenings, weddings and funer- 
als. The church and its present and 
past pastors have so endeared them- 
selves to all who have come Into di- 
rect contact with them that, recently, 
when the present rector celebrated 
his silver jubilee, letters, telegrams 
and gifts from all sections of the 
country, especially from actors and 
newspaper men, flowed in to express 
the "Many happy returns of tht day" 
Spirit in the hearts of the senders.

Than Any Other Month

More people die in March than in 


any other month of the year, accord- 
ing to a recent survey of deaths 
among policyholders of the Provident 
Mutual Life Insurance Company of 
Philadelphia during the years 1920, 
1921 
and 1922. 


April ranks second on the list, and 


February 
third. 
More 
deaths oc- 


curred in these three months than 
in the four months, July, August, June 
and May combined. They rank from 
the bottom of the list in the order 
named. 


Summer, with 21 per cent of the 


average total deaths for the last three 
years, has fewer deaths than any 
other season. Winter is first with 29 
per cent, and spring and fall nearly 
even with 25 and 24 per cent respec- 
tively. 


A combination of causes makes 


March the death month of the year. 
It is the high tide for influenza, pneu- 
monia and organic diseases of the 
heart. For the entire year, heart dis- 
eases take the heaviest death toll, 
which amounts to about one-sixth of 
the total number. Pneumonia is sec- 
ond and cancer third. 


The survey brings many interesting 


facts to light. It shows that suicides 
are most numerous in January and 
Apirl, and fewest in the

With the present prices of feed, it 


is absolutely essential that only th£ 
best hens be kept. One fanner last 
year selected from ."00 laying hens 104 
that he considered poor producers. No 
trap nests were used, but the hens 
were examined from external charac- 
teristics. These 10.1 heiiv \\erc put in 
a house by themsehes. The following 
day they laid four eggs. 


The flock wus ag.un tested and the 


four layers were selected, leaving an 
even hundred unproductive hens. They 
were carefully 
watched for several 


weeks and did not lay an egg. At last 
they 
were 
sold. Similar instances 


prove that the selection of poultry 
pays. 
Why not save the tremendous 


amount of feed fed the poor hens and 
put it into better stock or human 
food? 


Increase 
production and increase 


efficiency, by keeping the late molters. 
Hatch in September and thus increase; 
the meat and egg supply of the coun- 
try. 
Fall hatching of chickens will 


pay. 
Pullets from these hutches will 


take the place of the early molters 
disposed of.
